THAN THOSE OF OPENING DAY. 



Eighty-One Yearlings Sold for Average of $163 Each 
—Twenty-Three in Onje Lot Average $223— 
Brother to Roseben Brings $1,100. 



Lexington. Ky., November 22. — ^The Powers-nun- 
ter (.’oinpaiiy’s auction of thoronphbrtHl horses was 
<-onolu<letl ttMlay, with better prices for yearlings 
than were obtained yesterday for stallions, mares 
and weanlings. The aggregate for 182 head sold 
iluring the two days was $20,:Wi0, making an average 
ef $111.80. which is dlscouragingly low to breeders, 
o\»*n though a number of the mures were old and 
IMK*r in flesh. 

The eighty-one yearlings sold today brought a to- 
tal of $i:i,22.‘>, an average of $1C:{. Of these twenty- 
three wer«‘ owned In partnership by Messrs. Milton 
Young. John D. Carr and Thomas Piatt, and they 
brought $.>,1*», an average of $223. In addition to 
the yearlings that were sold today, seventeen other 
animals went under the hammer for $1.2ST», milking 
a total for the day of ninety-eight head at $14,510, 
an average of $148. 

The highest price of the day and sale was $1,100 
for the yearling brother to Roseben, from the con- 
signment of Major Thomas J. Carson. J. E. Davis 
of New York and Phil T. Chinn were contendiiig 
bidders, .Mr. Davis’ last bid being $1,050. .Mr. 
Chinn raised him $50 and got the colt, announcing 
that he had purchased him for J. A. McCormick. 

The siH'ond highest price was $725, paid by J. E. 
Davis for a brother to Etherial. Mr. Davis and his 
wife together bought seven head. The yearlings 
are to be trained here by James P. Ross and the 
older horses are to go to New Y’ork for cross-country 
rturposes.

Superstition won the former, beating Jacquelinu a 
neck in a hard drive, while Judge Monck proved an 
easy \vlnner in the Nansemond. .lockey Joe .Mc- 
Cahey had the mounts on both horses. Superstition 
ran his mile in 1:40, while Judge Monck’* time was 
l;40i. Aspirin was w idely touted in the former race 
and was well backed by a majority of the big opera- 
tors. He was a bit slow getting into his stride and 
entering tbe homestretch, Byrne was forced to go 
wide. Jacquelina’s effort was a surprise to her 
stable connections. The filly had not been doing 
well of late and she ran unsupported. With a litth? 
better racing luck, Jacquelina would have beaten 
SupA*rstition. Rounding the turn into tbe lM>me- 
stretch, Nolan attempted to come through on the 
inside, but was blocked. The ground he lost bv the 
interference c*ost him the race. At the end, Jacque- 
lina Avas finishing much the faster and in a few 
more jumps she would have beaten Siii>erstition. 

Isidora furnished the biggest upset of the after- 
noon. Khe looked to be in a soft spot in the open- 
ing race. Track conditions and the distance both 
appeared to suit her and short odds were accepted 
about her chances. When it came to the running, 
she was unable to shake off Surfeit. The latter 
caught her after they had gone a quarter, and while 
making the turn for home Isidora tried to bear out. 
This left an opening on the Inside that jockey But- 
well, on Flamma, was quick to take advantage of 
and his mount caught and passed the leaders and 
won, going away by half a length. 

The “halter men’’ were again busy this afternoon. 
Lady McGee, winner of the second race, was ad- 
vanced to $600 by J. F. Sweeney, but was protected 
and bought in by William Walker, who took the 
filly from Mr. Sweeney last week. .4fter Monty 
Fox showed a sensational race in the fifth event, 
which he won in close to record time for the track, 
he was bid up $300 over his entered price of $80O 
by J, L. McGinnis, at which figure he was knockcil 
down to the latter. H. Burttschell took (’n Bni 
from Mr. McGinnis last week and today’s runup was 
in retaliation. 

Donau, a recent arrival from Latonia, beat a band 
of smart sprinters in the third race. Rose Queen 
was again made favorite and again proved a dis- 
appointment. This mai-e is surely overrated and it 
looks as if five furlongs is about her limit nowadays. 

Hugh Penny reports Kormak as being a laine 
horse. The last time that he started he was kicked 
while at the post and he came out of the race in 
bad condition. Mr. Penny has decided to give him 
a let-up. Third Rail, in the same stable, has been 
fired and Wooil Dove has been thrown out of training 
for a few weeks. 

Former steeplechase jockey Roy Sobell, who has 
been suffering from tulierculosls for a couple of 
years, died In a local hospital last night. His homo 
is thought to be In t:hicago. subscription was 
taken up among the horsemen and riders by Willie 
Walker this aftermxm and something over $100 was 
realized. This will be used to defray the funeral 
expenses of the dead jockey.

HOW A HOO YEARLING SOLD FOR |30,000. | 

“One frequently hears the remark that a horse- 
man is of necessity a gambler,” remarked a man 
w’ho has had much to do with both rntinlng and 
trotting horses. “I maintain that there are many 
men connected with racing who should no more be 
classed in the gambler’s category than the average 
merchant who buys or sells merchandise. We we 
all gamblers, if it comes to that, even though we 
never turn a card or hazard a dollar on the result of 
a trial of speed between horses. 

“I recall one horseman who gambled to some pur- 
pose, and no one could find anything In the trans- 
action to question. Some years ago there was a 
<^*olored trainer of thoughbreds named Albert (3ooper, 
W’ho was uncommonly skillful in his profession. 

“He handled large strings of thoroughbreds at 
various times for such men as the late George L. 
Hearst and ‘Lucky’ Baldwin, also James R. Keene, 
and It was while training for the last-named turf- 
man that he made the gamble which brought him 
more money than • he ever expected to possess at 
one time. 

“Cooper was training a few of the Keene horses, 
when he saw a yearling colt in one of the summer 
sales that he fancied, and he determined to take 
a chance and buy him If he did not go too high. 
The youngster was a chestnut in color, and w’as by 
Hyder All out of Glorianne, by Joe Daniels. 

“On the day of the sale Cooper learned that 
Johnny Sheridan, a capable exercising boy, who was 
rapidly becoming too heavy to ride, was thinking 
of bidding on the colt, and before Auctioneer Easton 
called for a bid on the opening lot the colored trainer 
and the youthful Irlsh-American lad had agreed to 
buy the yearling In partnership. Fortunately for 
them nobody else fancied the big, lumbering fellow 
particularly, and they became his owner for some- 
thing under $400. 

“When he was broken that fall he didn’t show 
anything phenomenal and he w’as permitted to run 
wild in a big paddock near the upper torn. He 
roughed it in every sense of the word, bis coat un- 
kempt and his mane and tail full of burrs. 

“He was a sorry-looking prospect and wouldn’t 
have brought $100 at auction. He also fell lame. 
When winter sot in the colt was forgotten by all 
but his owners, who kept him out of view. His 
name was never mentioned in the newspaper reports 
from the training headquarters. 

“Domino, a black colt by Himyar — Correction, 
owned by Mr. Keene aud occupying the best stall 
in Cooper’s barn, was universally conceded the palm. 
Cooper had broken him and tried him as a yearling. 
Whenever anybody asked Albert if Domino was fast 
he would smile, shako his bead and reply: 

” ‘Yes, boss, he sure is speedy, that Domino 
boss.’ 

“He may have been more open with Mr. Keene, 
but to the world at large the information that 
Domino was speedy sulEced. The colored man was 
amazed one day shortly after the training season 
opened when two of William Lakeland’s men came 
over from Brighton Beach with an order for the 
black colt and another. Mr. Keene had made ar- 
rangements with the wizard of Brighton to train 
Domino and El Telegrafo, and friends of Cooper 
say there were tears in his eyes as he watched the 
pair depart. 

“Mr. Keene on his weekly visits always told the 
colored man of Domino’s progress and prophesied a 
great record for the youngster. In his opinion he 
was the best horse that he had ever owned, and 
those who heard him make this remark at once 
recalled that Spendthrift and Foxhall had both borne 
the white and blue dots. He asked Cooper If he 
had heard anything remarkable in the way of 
trials at Gravesend or Shcepsbead Bay. 

“ ‘No, boss, nothing out of the ordinary, was 
Albert’s reply; but all the time he was putting his 
big colt through his work in deadly earnest, moat of 
the trials being before anybody else was astir. 

“The season opened at Gravesend in those days, 
and Domino flashed upon tbe turf horizon like a 
meteor, winning an overnight race as his maiden, 
and following this a few days later with a dazzling 
victory in the Great American Stakes, worth $18,- 
675 to the w’iuner. The Great Eclipse, the richest 
stake event at Morris i’ark, worth $16,750, was won 
with consummate ease by the black whirlwind, and 
the turf enthusiasts were already proclaiming him 
the champion of his age and year. 

“Mr. Keene spent the greater part of every Sun 
day looking at the colt. Somebody finally told the 
Wall street man that his own trainer, Cooi>er, had a 
fast two-year-old of his own, and one Sunday, after 
he had feasted his eyes on Domino, Mr. Keene drove 
to the colored trainer’s iiuarlers and chided him for 
concealing his unnamed prodigy. 

“ ‘I didn’t know, boss, whether you’d care to 
look at a foah hundred dollar boss.* 

“The instant the big colt had been posed by his 
part owner-trainer under the shade of a big apple 
tree that stood in the paddock the veteran recognized 
something in the colt’s makeup that betokened class 
— that indefinable quality which makes some men 
and some liorses greater than others of their species 
“How much do you w'uiit for him, Cooper V 
queried Mr. Keene as his critical eye took in the 
superb colt’s outlines. 

“ ‘He’s not for sale, boss,’ was Cooper’s quiet 
reply. 

“ ‘What are you going to do with him?* was the 
next question Mr. Keene propounded. 

“ ‘Win a few small stake.*?, boss, and then “pint” 
him for the Futurity,’ said Cooper. 

“ ‘Don’t you know that Domino’s In the Futurity? 
What would your eolt do with him?’ queried Mr, 
Keene. 

“ ‘Nothin’, boss,’ was (kioper’s quiet reply, ‘except 
just run away and hide from them.’ 

“This was too much for Mr. Keene, who exploded, 
The colored man waited till the storm had passed 
and then, facing his employer, he said: 

“You’re a rich man, boss, and I’m a poor colored 
man training some of your bosses. You all think 
Domino’s the fastest boss in the world. I don’t. 
You all want me to put a price on that colt, and I 
says he’s not for sale. But, boss, tell you what 
I’ll do. I’ll run j’oii boss again boss tomorrow morn 
Ing to see who takes both of them.’ 

“This startling proposition staggered the million 
aire, who looked at Cooper. The colored man’s face 
was stern and he stood stolidly with his short, stout 
■ legs braced determinedly. Mr. Keene did not take 
np the defi, but the next morning he saw the chestnut 
colt work an amazing trial. He had tlie boy and the 
saddle w’eighed. and realized that Cooper possessed 
a horse of undoubted quality. 

“Tlie following Sunday he was at the course once 
more and looked over the big son of Hyder All. 
The Futurity that year would be worth more than 
$.50,000 to the winner and it had been an almost 
foregone conclusion that Domino could pick up all 
his penalties and win until this comparatively un- 
known colt of (hooper’s tunied up. It would be a 
stroke of enterprise to get him out of the way, and 
the result was an offer of $20,000, which Cooper 
declined without *n instant’s hesitation. 

“ ‘Give yon $25,000. Ckwper,* called the turfman 
as he stepped into his trap to be driven to the 
railroad station that evening. 

“ ‘No, thanks, boss,” was the colored man’s reply 
as he turned away. 

I “That night, however, Johnny Sheridan and Cooper 
talked it over till well into the morning hours, 
and the boy was in favor of selling If the offer 
.should be raised to $30,000. It was a lot of money, 
he urged, and horse racing was uncertain — many a 
fast horse being of the morning gloiw variety, al- 
though they both felt that their champion was of the 
Simon pure brand. 

“Mr. Keene had determined upon owning the 
chestnut colt and two days later he appeared at the 
course and bought him for $30,000. naming him 
Hyder Abad and leaving him In the charge of tX>oper. 
who wanted to wager $5,000 that his pet would 
finish in front of Domino in the Futurity if both 
started and there was no declaration. 

“Hyder Abad was what you could term an unlucky 
horse. He had the speed of a meteor, but he never 
won but one race in the Keene colors. That was 
the July Stakes at Monmouth Park, worth $6,795 
lie ran a dead heat at the same meeting with Henry 
I of Navarre for second place in the Sapling Stakes 
conceding the handsome colt that afterward proved 
to be a cnampion seven pounds. He was second a 
I mimbor of times that year and in all earned about 
, $11,000. 

“In the Futurity he ran coupled In the betting 
with Domino aud fell. Domino winning, to the dis- 
gust of Cooi>er, who maintained to his dying day 
I That Hyder Abad would have won but for tbe mis- 
hap. Fitzpatrick, who rode the colt and who has 
also passed away, told his friends that H.vder Abad 
was going great guns when he was thrown.”
